that she feels it is import-

Pioneer Railroaders plan 
To move St. Albert Depot 


Several members of the 
Alberta Pioneer Railway 
Association, armed with 
crowbars tore off the plank- 
ing making up the old CNR 
station platform here in St, 
Albert, The volunteers were 
in the process of making 
preparations for the remo- 
val of the historic railway 
station to the associations’ 
new site located east of here, 

Last January, the APRA 
were the successful bidders 
in the purchase of the old 
St. Albert railway station 
and must now remove the 
building from its present 
site as per agreement, 

“In fact,’’ said APRA 
President, Norman Corness 
‘‘we were Supposed to move 
our railway station to its 
new site before now. . .but 
we Were granted an exten- 
sion,’’ he said, 

When asked when the move 
will be completed, Mr. Cor- 
ness said that all arrange- 
ments have been made with 
Fishburn Trucking of Ed- 
monton, Calgary Power Co., 
Ltd., railway officials and

PSS Board Split 
On Day Care Rate 


A delegation of members 
of the St, Albert Day-Care 
Association, represented by 
Mr. Bailey as spokesman 
informed council of its in- 
tention to alter day-care 
rates from $7 per day per 
child to $5. In his presen- 
tation, Mr. Bailey explain- 
ed that the Day Care Ass- 
ociation had recently met 
with the Preventive Social 
Services Board and came to 
the conclusion that a rate 
revision was imperative. 

When asked on what basis 
the Day Care Association 
came to this conclusion, Mr. 
Bailey said that the lower 
maximum rate of $5 per 
thild per day would be more 
in line with the average 
wage earners of the area 
who would avail them- 
selves of a day-care ser~= 
vice,”’ In other. words, ‘‘he 
said, “we would be serving 


more people who need this 
service,”’ 

After afew questions were 
satisfactorily answered, as 
far as council was concern- 
ed, the day-care rate was 
duly acknowledged and re= 
ceived as information, 

Deputy-mayor Frank 
Lukay, knowing that Mrs. 
Hennie Stibbe is chairman of 
education and finance of the 
Preventive Social Services 
Board. . . and seeing Mrs. 
Stibbe scheduled for an app= 
ointment following Mr. Bail- 
ey’s appointment, announced 
to Mrs. Stibbe that she would 
tow be heard. 

In her presentation ., 
against the Day-Care rate 
change, . . Mrs, Stibbe was 
most emphatically opposed 
to reducing the maximum 
rate from $7 to $5 per child 
per day, In her written pre- 
sentation, Mrs,Stibbe infor-

to working mothers, “Let’s 
face it, not all of us are 
cut out to spend the day 
baking peanutbutter cookies, 
I certainly don’t believe wo- 
men should be kept in the 
kitchen, barefoot and preg- 
nani Ae 

She adds that her point is 
that those who use the day 
care because they want to 
work, and not because they 
have to work, should pay a 
reasonable price, ‘‘And $5 
per day for 8-9 hours of 
child care by a well-quali- 
fied staff, including a noon- 
meal, 1g not reasonable, 
What do you get for less than 
60 cents per hour these 
days ?’’ 

Mrs, Stibbe said a fee 
of one dollar per hour would 
seem like a reasonable price 
to her, but added that when 
the PSS Board originally 
set a maximum fee of $7 
per child, she was happy to 
go along with that, ‘‘Unfore 
tunately, the Board saw fit 
to change their minds about 
this’’, 

The arguments put forth 
by day care people that even 
the $5 per day is more 
than the majority of clients 
in Edmonton pay, does not 
apply toSt. Albert, she feels. 
‘After all, the average in- 
come in St, Albert is higher 
than that in Edmonton, We 
do not have the Boyle Street 


type district here. While 
I am enough of a capitalist 
that I see nothing wrong 
with a husband and wife 
earning a combined income 
of $15,000 and up, I do feel, 
very strongly, that the re- 
sponsibility of the cost of 
the care for their children 
is THEIRS, and not the tax 
payers, Under the present 
scheme we could well end 
up with the have-nots pro- 
viding for the haves through 
tax-supported day care’’, 

Mrs, Stibbe saidshe asked 
Council to approve ‘day care 
--with the amendment that a 
maximum fee of $7 be chare 
ged. “Obviously, they did- 
not agree with me’’, She 
would have liked to see a 
fee scale where those earn- 
ing $15,000 and up would pay 
$7; $10-$15,000 income be 
charged $6 and those under 
$10,000 be charged accord- 
ing to the fee schedule sug- 
gested by the Day Care Soc- 
iety. ‘‘At least one applica- 
tion from a family earning 
$20,000 has been received to 
date’, she notes, 

Mrs, Stibbe says she does 
not agree with the PSS Board 
when they say that to charge 
a fee of $7 is to charge the 
$5 cost PLUS a two dollar 
‘penalty’ for being inahigh- 
er income bracket, ‘‘I say 
$7 is a fair and reason- 
able price, and those who 
CAN, SHOULD pay this’’,

half acres north-east of the 
Namao Airbase, The APRA 
will be located in the south- 
east corner of theWm, Yoa= 
chim quarter section of land.

Mrs. Stibbe pointed out 
that couples making use of 
the Day-Care Services earn 
a combined wage which per- 
mits them to pay at least 
$7 per day, ‘‘in fact,’’ she 
said, ‘‘most people today 
are paying $1 per hour for 
this service.’’ 

Much to the embarrass= 
ment of the other members 
of the PSS membership, Mrs 
Stibbe asked how can any 
agency take proper care of 
a child for 8 to 9 hours, 
feed it a noon meal all for 
only something like 60 cents 
per hour? She explained that 
craftsmen are presently 
getting never less than $10, 
per hour torepair television 
sets, refrigerators or furne 
aces in your home, ‘‘Don’t 
you think safe and proper 
care of your child is worth 
more than 60 cents per 
hour?’’ 

Mrs, Stibbe explained that 
as a member of the Pre- 
ventive Social Services ex- 
ecutive, and in regular att- 
endance at meetings, she 
had registered her displeas- 
ure with the proposed re- 
vised rates, ‘‘but they went 
ahead anyway and changed 
the rates, ’’ she complained. 
She added that that was why 
she wanted to be heard by 
council and formally put on 
record, her strong opposi- 
tion to the proposal, Before 
closing, she predicted that 
the Day-Care Service op= 
eration would likely runinto 
a deficit situation which will 
have to be eventually paid 
by the taxpayer at large. 

In an interview with Mrs. 
Stibbe, she told The Gazette, 
**As a taxpayer, I’m not pre- 
pared to pay for day-care 
services to a couple making 
a combined salary of $15,000 
per year or more,”’

The Sturgeon River Clean 
up project is only afew days 
away from being completed, 
Last day of the six-week 
project, which employed an 
average of 40 students and 
resulted in clearing The 
Sturgeon of refuse, a dis- 
tance of about two miles will 
be Friday August ll, On that 
day the books will be closed 
on what has been terms, 
“a very successful pilot 
project which will more than 
likely be revived next year, ’’ 

This assessment of the 
Student Summer Employ- 
ment Program (SSEP) is 
attributed to Col, D, Kuch- 
inski, commander of Edmor 
ton Militia District, Capt. 
Norman Lynch, local citi- 
zens, town officials and even 
the student employees them= 

- selves, Everybody is in ag- 
reement that the Sturgeon 
River Cleanup Project was 
a great idea and has been 
completed in a most enviae 
ble manner, 

Last Thursday, while 
members of the 8 Field 
Engineer Regiment (Mili- 
tia) received word to pro- 
ceed with the blasting of 
stumps along The Sturgeon 
senior non-commissioned 
officers in charge of the 40- 
student work force drove 
in a mobile army compres- 
sor and drill to prepare 
the 20-odd stumps destined 
for demolition by the ex- 
plosive squad of the Army, 
Permission to detonate 
plastic explosives within 
town limits had be be ob- 
tained from town officials 
and RCMP, Once all chan- 
nels of authority were clear- 
ed, plans were put into eff- 
ect to proceed with blasting 
operations Saturday. 

While Militia NCOs and 
student crewmen were busy 
drilling holes in the unwan- 
ted stumps and preparing 
sand bag shields around the

Environment Protection Program 
Qualified by Calgary Power Ltd. 


Sixty per cent of the land 
strip-mined on the north 
shore of Lake Wabamun, 45 
miles west of Edmonton, has 
been reclaimed to alfalfa 
and light trees, Bill Harde 
castle, Calgary Power Ltd. 
Supervising Engineer told 
a public meeting held in 
Stony Plain recently. 

Mr. Hardcastle told the 
information meeting, called 
by Calgary Power, that 650 
acres have been mined, and 
more than 400 have beenre- 
claimed, 

Finding the most success- 
ful method of reclamation 
took six years of experi- 
menting, Mr, Hardcastle 
said. — 

Calgary Power Ltd. will 
spend $28,000,000 over the 
next five years eliminating 
stack emissions at its ther- 


mal power plants on Lake 
Wabamun, Tom Cardell, 
assistant preduction mana- 
ger explained in his report 
Electrostatic precipitators 
(fly-ash collecting devices) 
have been ordered for the 
Sundance plant on the south 
side of the lake, and will be 
installed by late 1973. How= 
ever, research has not.yet 
uncovered the best system 
for removing the fly-ash 
at the company’s Wabamun 
plant, just south of Highway 
16, 

Mr, Cardell told the meet= 
ing that a test program care 
ried out at Sundance, which 
enabled the company to de- 
sign the specifications for 
the $16,000,000 anti-pollu- 
tion units, would not work 
at Wabamun, and more re- 
search must be carried out

Athabasca site,’’ He did ad- 
mit that some talk about the 
concept itself was still going 
on and promised to keep on 
€op of the issue, 

When asked by Councillor 
Throndson if the University 
of Athabasca issue was dy- 
ing or was dead, Mr. Jamie 
son replied that the U of 
Ath, authority is not dead, 
“*In fact, ’’ he said, ‘‘a U of 
Ath, pilot project is in the 
making . . . one which will 
permit Dr. Byrne and staff 
an opportunity to launch a 
mew university concept,’’ 
Mr, Jamison declined tosay 
where this pilot project 
would be carried out, 

‘Why the rush to desig- 
mate this land to parkland?’’ 
Mr. Throndson asked, 

‘We’re not rushing into it, 
replied Mr. Jamison, ‘but 
we feel that since the land 
is going to remain fallow 
for perhaps many years.. 
it should be put to good use 
and I can’t think of a better 
use for that tract of land 
than to designate it as a 
park,’’ he said, He added 
that the government wouldn’t 
have to spend much money, 
if any, to have that area 
made into a beautiful camp- 
ing and holiday retreat, 

VIEW UNCHANGED 

Continuing his explana- 
tion relating to Councillor 
Throndson’s question, Mr, 
Jamison said, ‘I’ve been 
opposed to the University 
of Athabasca site in that 
location from the beginning 
and am still opposed to it, 
In my view, a future Uni- 
versity site in this area 
should be located in the 
north-western part of this 
locality.’’ In explaining his 
reasons for this opinion, 
Mr, Jamison said that a 
developing University of 
Athabasca complex would 
invariably lure subordinate 
developments in the same 
area, thus create an exten- 
sion of St. Albert, ‘‘right 
into the encroaching arms 
of Edmonton and thus weaken 
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our struggle against annex- 
ation,’ 

Councillor Throndson, af- 
ter listening to Mr, Jami- 


son’s reply, said, ‘‘I’m ine 
clined to agree with you, 
because I can see where 
such a complex would bring 
the development of resident- 
ial and other developments 
in the area,’’ 

Mayor Gibbons partly ag- 
reed with Mr. Jamison, in 
that the land in question 
should be designated, Coune 
cillor Bakker re-entered the 
discussion by saying that it 
would be difficult to rezone 
parkland to educational land, 

Councillor Hudson asked 
if designating the U of Ath, 
land to park would hamper 
proposed plans for Big Lake 
Park, Mr. Jamison said, 
“definitely not.’’ 

OPEN MARKET— 

Councillor Kambouroff 
simply commented that, ‘‘I’d 
like to see that areabecome 
parkland , . and not a 
concrete jungle like Edmon- 
ton has across the river.’’ 

The only councillor who 
refrained from disclosing 
his views was JohndeBruijn 
who said, ‘*Mr. Jamison and 
I know one another’s views 
in this matter. . . we’ve 
discussed them on several 
occasions,’’ 

It was at this juncture that 
Mr. Jamison asked Councile 
lor deBruijn why he was in 
favor of council going to the 
open market for municipal 
financing, 

Mr. deBruijn simply exe 
plained that in his conver- 
sations with financiers, 
money could be borrowed, 
at a cheaper rate onthe open 
market than through the 
Municipal Financing Corpe 
oration, 

Mr. Jamison expressed 
surprise with this statement 
and promised to investigate 
the matter with Hon, Gordon 
Miniely, provincial treas- 
urer. He did, however pro- 
mise council that his finde 
ings, ‘‘will be made public. ’’ 

Councillor Bakker, ever 
concerned with town budget 


and its deadline, urged Mr, 
Jamison to help in what- 
ever way possible fortowns, 
villages, municipal districts 
etcetera to find out what 
lines to take before budgets 
are drawn up, Mr, Bakker 
explained that it was most 
difficult for a town to budget 
when it doesn’t know what the 
provincial government's re=- 
gulations will be, 

Mr. Jamison started an- 
swering Councillor Bakke 
er’s question by pointing out 
that, ‘‘St, Albert is fortunate 
in having its mayor serving 
on the board of directors 
of the Alberta Urban Muni- 
cipalities Association,’’ Mr, 
Jamison explained that elec- 
tion of Mayor Ray Gibbons to 
the AUMA gives St, Albert 
a voice inthe association and 
more direct pipeline for ine 
put towards better relations, 

REPORTS COMING 

“By virtue of this fact, 
“Mr, Jamison said, ‘‘you 
will have a hand in making 
re presentations through 
Mayor Gibbon,’’ He contin- 
ued by saying that a report 
from the provincial govern- 
ment will be issued in Auge 
ust, a further report in 
October and a final one in 
December. “Through this 
means,’’ Mr, Jamison said, 
‘council will have all the 
necessary information, . .by 
December 1... to draw 


up the budget, ”’ 

Councillor Bakker smiled 
and said, ‘thank you,’ 

Before ending his dis« 
course with council, Mr, 
Jam ison was informed by 
Councillor Hudson that he 
would be provided with com- 
plete transcripts of meet- 
ings held by the Town of St, 
Albert Transportation Come 
mittee , Then Councillor 
Hudson asked about the Han- 
son Line which was des- 
cribed by Mr. Jamison as, 
“not a priority issue... | 
however, I’m keeping in 
touch with the issue. 

In parting, Mayor Gib- 
bon asked Mr, Jamison to 
please ensure that St. Albert 
be represented, “during 
Hanson Report talks.’’ Mr. 
Jamison promised the may- 
or that during these talks 
regarding the Hanson Report 
. . « If and when held, St. 
Albert will be extened the 
same privileges as accorded 
Edmonton,
